N.S. to Dr.Sloane % 
giving an Account of the ’Hen? Regulations of‘ 
the Royal Academy of Sciences, at Paris. 

I Shall here give you an Account of the great Splendour 
that the Academic des Sciences has Received by the 
Regulations, Incouragemenr, and Orders, Monf .Idahbe 
Bignon has obtained to it from the King. That Academy 
is now compofed of Ten honorary Academicians, which 
are chofen Learned and Eminent Gentlemen ; of Eight 
Strangers aflbeiates, which are diftinguifhed by their 
Learning; Twenty Penfioners Fellows, Twenty Eleves, 
and Twelve French Aflbeiates ; out of the honorary 
Academicians , two are Ele&ed every Year, one for Pre- 
ftdent, the other for Vice Prcfldent; only Twenty Pen¬ 
fioners have every Year 15-00 French Livers ; and after 
the Death of one Penfioner, the Academy will propofe 
to the King Three Perfons Aflbeiates, or Eleves, or lbme- 
times others ; and his Majefty will call one of the Three 
for Penfloner.
